Amsterdam, December 14— Britain 
— not Germany— started the peace 
feelers of last September, recently 
mentioned by British Chancellor Son­ 
ar Law, according to a German offi­ 
cial statement to-day. 
The state­ 
ment asserted that the British feeler 
was neve ream ed out. 
“Honor Law's statement made early 
this week asserted that a neutral 
government had sounded England for 
Germany on pos-ibilities of peace. 
“At the beginning of September the 
German government through neutrals 
received an inquire relating to Ger­ 
man war ain.-,” the German state­ 
ment to-day said. 
‘ The communi­ 
cation was couched in such form that 
it could certainly he supposed that 
the inquiry was made with the know­ 
ledge and sanction of the British 
government. Moreover circumstances 
attending the inquiry allowed the con­ 
clusion that most probably the British 
cabinet was informed of the step and 
that it was sanctioned at least by the 
most important allies. 
“The German government in prin­ 
ciple was ready to answer tile inquiry 
The trend of events, however, forced 
the conviction that nothing was being 
done by our opponents to facilitate a 
direct reply. 
“Regarding the utterance of the 
British government as to its readiness 
to receive any communication, the 
fir-t news of this was in foreign min-

Under a new ruling that ha s been 
issued by the sta te food a dministra ­ 
tion, of which Dr. Harry F. Barnard 
is chairman, the milk dea lers of In­ 
diana are not permitted to boost the 
price of milk withot the consent of the 
administrator. 
The ruling wa s con­ 
tained in a letter which lias been is 
sued to the J a ckson county food a d­ 
ministrator and to ev ery other like 
official. 
The administration ha s made 
its position quits clear that a ny a t­ 
tempt t<> increa se food prices will 
not he countenanced unless the a d­ 
ministration deems » uch boosts justi­ 
fied. 
Among the other a dv ices included 
in the letters are the following relat­ 
ing to raffling food, butchering of pig s 
and the licensing of food. 
“ The practice of raffling food, of 
g iv ing p r i z e s consisting of food, of 
holding turkey shoots is in v iolation! 
of the purpose of the food control law 
and will not he* permitted. 
Food must I 
be distributed in its usual channels to 
those who need it.

The p rayer of Nehemiah in chap ter

are notable, “Thou art just in all that 
is brought up on us, for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wick edly?” 
Neh. 9 :36-37, is clear and conclusive 
p roof that the return from Babylon 
was not a fulfillment of Isa. 14:1-3. 
Mark well the contrast and note that 
Babylon must yet be rebuilt to fulfill 
p rop hecy. 
Neh. 10, 12, tells of sep ­ 
arations from the ungodly and the 
ap p ointment of p riests and Levites and 
others to their service and p rovision 
for the same. Chap ter 13 begins with 
a reference to Balaam and his sin and 
how lie could not curse those whom 
God had blessed. Then we meet again 
one Tobiah, a bad one, who had sought 
to mak e Nehemiah afraid, the nobles 
of Judah standing for him against 
Nehemiah. 
After acting as governor 
for 12 years Nehemiah returned to 
Babylon, but very soon came back to 
Jerusalem and found Tobiah occup y a 
chamber in the courts of the house of 
God. He quick ly cast out him and his 
stuff and cleansed the chambers (Neh. 
6:17-19 ; 13:4-9 ). 
He also chased from him a son-in- 
law of Sunballat the Horontte (13:28 ). 
Finding that the tithes had not been 
p rovided for the Levites, lie contended 
with the rulers because they had thus
